This grant will continue sustainment efforts focusing on ensuring participants are trained
to update plans, have access to the planning tool, and refine continuity plans.

The State issued this award retroactive from the date they received DHS funding.

Strategic Objective supported by this item: Safe, secure and healthy communities.

PREVIOUS ACTION

October 26, 2010 - The Board of County Commissioners approved the initial phase of
this Continuity of Operations/Continuity of Government (COOP/COG) project.

March 22, 2011 - The Board of County Commissioners approved selection and award of
RFP 2764-11 to Risk Solutions International (RSI) [Now doing business as FTI
Consulting] to serve as the COOP/COG Plans-Writer.
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July 24, 2012 - The Board of County Commissioners approved phase two of the
COOP/COG project which included continuation of the FTI Plans-Writing efforts, and
Galena Property Solutions to conduct department and regional training workshops.

December 17,2013 — The Board of County Commissioners approved a 2012 Department
of Homeland Security (DHS) State Homeland Security Program (SHSP) grant passed
through the State of Nevada, Division of Emergency Management for $119,960.00.

October 28, 2014 - The Board of County Commissioners approved a 2014 Department
of Homeland Security (DHS) State Homeland Security Program (SHSP) grant passed
through the State of Nevada, Division of Emergency Management for $75,000.00.

BACKGROUND

This FFY15 Department of Homeland Security (DHS) State Homeland Security Program
(SHSP) grant is a sustainment of the continuity of operations/continuity of government
(COOP/COGQG) initiative begun in FFY 11.

These plans are directed by Homeland Security Presidential Directive (HSPD)-20 and
Nevada Revised Statute (NRS) 239¢. These plans are also a Government Accounting
Office (GAO) best practice, and a component of the Emergency Management
Accreditation Program (EMAP) as well as the National Fire Protection Association
